Israeli Planes

Arms Regulation 
Treaty Presented 


Sea Would 
Be Free of 
Weapons 


GENEVA (AP) - The United 


States and the Soviet Union pre- 
sented today a draft treaty to 
ban nuclear arms and other 
weapons of mass destruction 
rom the sea bed. 


The two superpowers agreed 


on a compromise joint draft aft- 
er seven months of bargaining 
and submitted it to the 25-nation 
disarmament conference. 


The draft of the treaty which 


the Soviet Union put before the 
conference on March 18 called 
for a ban on all types of weap- 
ons and military installations 
from the sea bed. The United 
States refused to accept this be- 
cause it would ban such defen-

tracking stations. 


The Russians gave way on 


this point and accepted the pro- 
vision of a draft submitted by 
the United States May 22 in 
which the ban would be restrict- 
ed to nuclear arms and weapons 
of mass destruction. 


3-Mile Limit 


In return, the United States 


dropped its proposal that the 
ban come into force at the 
three-mile limit and accepted 
the Soviet 12-mile limit.

As for any public institution which 


grows from executive proposal to legisla- 
tive act to administrative incubation, it may 
be impossible to declare a birthday for the 
University of Wisconsin-Green Bay. 


But Thursday will be as good a day as 


any. 


At the Veterans Memorial Arena at 


Green Bay Thursday night, representatives 
of 59 Middle West colleges and universities, 
local and state governmental officials and 
'representatives of the state boards govern- 
ing higher education will participate in a 
.convocation complete with all the formal 
trappings more familiar to university com- 
mencement programs. The significance of 
this event will be the official entry and 
welcome of UW-GB into the family of in- 
stitutions of higher learning. It will be a 
program that would have been difficult to 
comprehend as taking place in Northeast- 
ern Wisconsin only a few years ago. 


Perhaps, however, a better birthday 


would have been last month when students 
began classes at Green Bay with construc- 
tion still going on beside them, and when 
classes began at the Fox Valley Campus 
under the full auspices of the university at 
Green Bay and under the dynamic influ- 
ence of that new institution. 


In all stages, as will be demonstrated 


again Thursday night — the new university 
has had a great ally in the Northeastern 
•Wisconsin community which recognized a 
shortcoming of its region and organized to 
bring about a political decision to fill this 
lack of a four-year public university. 


The university has built on this founda- 


tion of public involvement. Liaison commit- 
tees were named to inject public participa- 
tion 
into 
the 
difficult 
assignment of 


preparing a new university to be ready by 
1969 
and to solidify 
the relationships 


between all four campuses of the school 
and the Northeastern Wisconsin communi- 
ty. 


The design of the curriculum for the 


new university reflects this same dedica- 
tion of purpose. At a time when higher 
education is being challenged, often with 
cause, for a lack of relevance to today's 
problems, the university has grouped its 
studies in four colleges with man's rela- 
tionship to the world around him as the key 
point in planning. UW-GB's unusual sched- 
uling of semesters will provide students 
with an opportunity to put their instruction 
to the test of the community in which they 
will live and in which they can become 
tomorrow's leaders. 


Now that the university is a going 


concern, there are skeptics who say this 
pattern cannot be retained. Public support 
mobilized for a political battle and a site 
contest with rival cities will fade away, 
they say. And the university, no longer 
needing this public support will turn 
inward, they claim. 


The record does not support such a 


pessimistic forecast. 
The University of 


Wisconsin-Green Bay reaches its Year One 
convocation in great part because of the 
union of the community with higher 
education. It is a union that will and must 
be continued. 


Little Change Likely in Bonn 


The change in the chancellor in West 


Germany is not likely to make a great deal 
of difference in the policies of the Bonn 
government. 


• 
While the new chancellor, Willy Brandt, 


is a Social Democrat and leans more toward 
a socialist policy than did his predecessors, 
Kurt Kiesinger and Conrad Adenauer, the 
degree of difference is not great. 


Mr. Brandt has been in the government 


as foreign minister since it was necessary 
for Mr. Kiesinger's Christian Democrats to 
work out a coalition after the last general 
election. But this time the gap between the 
Christian Democrats and the Social Demo- 
crats was much narrower — 46.1 per cent 
to 42.7 per cent — which enabled Mr. 
Brandt to woo the minority Free Demo- 
crats, who gained only 5.7 per cent, barely 
enough to be represented in the Bundestag, 
and work out a coalition with them. 


Mr. Brandt, as mayor of West Berlin, 


was a leader in trying to work out better 
relations with East Germany. However, 
Chancellor Kiesinger also has been active 
in that direction, including invitations to 
other Eastern European countries to in- 
crease trade agreements and diplomatic 
ties. And while the new coalition is 
expected to be less conservative than the 20- 
year rule of the Christian Democratic 
Union, nothing really dramatic in the way 


of change is expected. It appears merely 
that the "time for a change" theme 
emphasized by both the Social Democrats 
and the Free Democrats was the major 
motivating force in preventing a clear 
majority for the Christian Democrats. 


Americans should be embarrassed, how- 


ever, by the congratulations on "victory" 
sent to Chancellor Kiesinger by President 
Nixon Sunday evening. True, the Chancel- 
lor's party won a plurality, but not a ma- 
jority and it was clear that efforts by both 
Mr Kiesinger and Mr. Brandt would be 
made to get the Free Democrats on their 
side. The outcome at the time was much in 
doubt 
At the very least the congratula- 


tions suggested some ignorance of the Ger- 
man electoral system. 


Fears that the ultra right wing National 


Democratic Party, accused of being neo- 
Nazi, would gain power were groundless. 
Although the party did get more votes than 
in 1965, it failed to receive the minimum 5 
per cent required by German law for 
representation in the Bundestag. 


If the election proved anything, it is 


that West Germans are on a reasonable and 
calm course, more interested in domestic 
affairs than foreign, and in no mood for 
wild experiments or a renewal of geopoli- 
tics. 


'Intercept' Sours Mexican Relations 


It begins to appear that Operation 


Intercept in which cars and individuals 
coming across the border from Mexico to 
the United States were thoroughly search- 
ed for marijuana and narcotics was not 
aimed so much at finding smuggled goods 
as at putting pressure on the Mexican 
Government for more cooperation in ef- 
forts to deter the drug traffic. 


American custom officials at the border 


communities from Tiajuana, Lower Cali- 
fornia, to Ciuddad Juarez and Neuvo 
Laredo, south of Texas, clamped down on 
travelers and the lines of cars grew longer 
every day as the searches continued. In 
addition, Coast Guard patrols stopped and 
searched ships from Mexico heading for 
American ports in the Pacific and the Gulf 
of Mexico. Very little narcotics or mari- 
juana was found but tempers grew short. 
Mexican officials, including the chamber of 
deputies, denounced the proceedings as 
humiliating to the Mexican people. 


But there is some history behind the 


decision. Officials of both nations started 
talks in June to try to find ways of curbing 
the drug traffic into the United States from 
Mexico. The Mexicans objected to the 
American plans, which included the aerial 
spraying of marijuana and poppy fields 
which are pretty good business for some 


Mexican peons. The dangers of side effects 
were cited by the Mexican officials. 


But they also objected to what appeared 


to be the American control of the program. 
Instead they proposed that the United 
States supply more small airplanes and 
helicopters for detection purposes. There 
was also the problem of whether Mexican 
nationals could be tried in Mexican courts 
on evidence largely gathered by United 
States officials. 


Operation Intercept has drastically cut 


the tourist rate of Americans to the border 
towns, not because of tighter restrictions 
on smuggling drugs but because of the 
nuisance of waiting in line for hours at the 
borders. In retaliation, the Mexican cham- 
ber of deputies has authorized Operation 
Dignity to encourage Mexicans not to cross 
the border into the United States to shop. 
This is not a boycott, the chamber has 
explained, but an "act of legitimate defense 
of our people against humiliation." 


If the searching operation was inaugu- 


rated to impound smuggled drugs, it was a 
failure, since practically none were found. 
If it was an attempt to make the Mexicans 
tighten up their own regulations, it may 
have had an impact. But it certainly did 
nothing to better relations between the two 
countries.

Moreover, to call student 


crimes in our universities a

In Greece the same fine 


people who invented democr- 
acy have often shown an 
affinity for another Lykabbet- 
tan p e r e n n i a l — namely, 
chaos. In the case of a 
university, that chaos is cer- 
tain. Education is not a weed 
that will grow on any soil. It is 
a delicate crop that can easily 
wilt and degenerate unless 
properly administered.

What then is the basic

TABLES TURNING 


Once the idea of mechanical, 


automatic distribution of in- 
come and other taxes to tht 
locality of origin is abandoned, 
the avenue will be provided 
for adjustment and liberaliza- 
tion for the benefit of the 
cities in future years, even in 
a future decade. The urbaniza- 
tion of the state will continue.

Mixing Play, Work 
Key to Child-Rearing

It is not until we begin to 


grow up that we are forced to 
accept the difference between 
"play" and "work" in the 
world; and it is not until we 
have ripened into wisdom that 
we learn to put back an 
element of play into our work. 


At first, as very small 


children, all life is a game — 
taking off a prosiac shoe can 
be as much fun as putting on 
a fantastic hat. Then, with 
school, we grudgingly begin to 
separate the things we have to 
do from the things we like-to 
do. 


It is not until we have 


passed the crest of maturity, 
however, that we learn—and 
some never do — to mix these 
elements together; for no job 
is long endurable if you can't 
somehow make a game of it. 


I know an attractive couple 


with two small children. The 
children are 
given "play 


times" by the parents. 


For an hour or so a day, the 


father and mother romp with 
the children; for the rest(of 
the day, the parents are what 
might be called "businesslike" 
around the house. 


They c a n n o t understand, 


they recently told me,, why 
children do not respond more 
ardently to this pattern. The 
reason. I was bold enough to 
suggest, is that the parents 
are falsely 
separating the 


categories of 
"duty" and 


"pleasure." 


A child, it seems to me, 


must be played with all the 
tune — and most of all when 
he is being "worked with." 
Smiles and songs and teases 
and little games must ac- 
company all 
the ordinary 


everyday duties that the child 
is asked to perform. 


This is not to say, of course, 


that parents can always be to 
a good humor. Bat the general 


atmosphere they have to cre- 
ate is one in which the child 
can slip from pleasure to duty 
and back again and hardly 
ever notice the transition.

a child is foolish and fatuous, 
and is reminiscent of the men 
who work grimly all day long 
and then try to relax furiously 
for an hour.

at-large, operating from outside 
the Senate.

M. Nixon — as evidence that if 
Humphrey wants another crack 
at the Presidency, he would run 
for the nomination with a better 
chance outside the Senate than 
as a Senator. 


Thus, Stevenson, overwhelmed 


by Gen. Eisenhower in 1952, 
r e c aptured the Democratic 
nomination four years later as a 
private citizen. 


Nixon Showed Way 


More to the point, President 


Nixon, after several years in 
relative p o l i t i c a l obscurity, 
made himself the Republican 
party's spearpoint in the 1966 
off-elections. He dramatically 
predicted a 20-vote Republican 
gain in the House, campaigned 
across the nation, and got much 
of the credit when his party 
picked up 47 House seats. 


That gave him a valuable 


batch of due bills, which he was 
not shy about collecting in the

pre-convention 1968 skirmishing. 


But Humphrey is not overly 


impressed w i t h these argu- 
ments. An incurable political 
romantic, he is nevertheless 
realistic enough to know that 
his chances to get into the 
White House in 1972, at the age 
of 61, are slim, indeed. More- 
over, if the Vietnam war should 
no longer be an issue in 1972 
and President Nixon looked like 
a shoo-in for a second-term, 
Humphrey c o n f i d e s to inti-

Eisenhower in 1956. 


Won't Be Easy 


Thus, Humphrey has to view 


a Senate race in 1970 not so 
much as a course to be chosen 
among several attractive possi- 
bilities but as probably his last 
opportunity to get back into 
elective office. And even getting 
elected to the Senate may turn 
out to be not all that easy, no 
matter how strong he may look 
in the poll now being taken. 


For example, at the state 


Democratic convention in St. 
Paul two weeks ago, there was 
a low-key attack on Humphrey 


as the legatee of the old politics 
from youthful Minnesota Demo- 
crats who backed McCarthy in 
the vicious infighting that broke 
the Democratic party in two 
last year. In addition, Hum- 
phrey, who holds down a teach- 
ing job at both the University of 
Minnesota and Macalester Col- 
lege here, has had some rough

son. 


Finally, far from any signs of 


reluctance among the Repub- 
licans to take on Humphrey, 
two of the state's most promi- 
nent Republicans are already 
locked in a struggle for the 
nomination.

two seats in the legislature 
Tuesday, but a 24-year-old Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin student 
threatens to capture for Repub- 
licans a Senate seat which had 
been held by a Democrat. 


There were three special elec- 


tions, one a primary, to fill the 
empty seats. 


Wausau City Attorney An- 


thony S. Earl, a Democrat, won 
a seat in the Assembly, defeat- 
ing Mrs. Dorthea Baguhn in 
Marathon County's 2nd District. 
The unofficial vote was 4,716- 
3,969. 


The campaign centered on 


taxes, with Mrs. Baguhn follow- 
ing the Republican-dominated 
legislature's call for a selective 
four per cent sales tax. 


Supported More Taxes 


She later supported a general 


three per cent tax proposed by 
some 
Republican legislators 


who said their constituents ob- 
jected to the selective tax. 


But Mrs. Baguhn proposed a 


larger income tax credit for the 
sales tax on food than asked by 
legislators. 


Earl favored an increase -in 


the corporate income tax and in 
excise taxes—including the one 
on beer. 


"She demonstrated a woman 


candidate can be a formidable 
opponent," Earl said after his 
victory. "But I think she had 
the albatross of the sales tax 
around her neck, which would 
have been difficult for anyone 
to overcome."

Complaints Flood Capitol Hill 
Moral Indignation High Over Obscene Mail 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


obscene mail issue has aroused 
the most moral indignation on 
Capitol Hill since the big school 
prayer debate five years ago. 


More than 200 anti-obscenity 


bills have been introduced and 
congressmen have given scores 
of speeches on the subject 


Unlike the 160 bills in 1964 to 


overturn the Supreme Court's 
decision 
on school prayers, 


there is a good chance one of 
the proposals to fight smut mail 
will pass. 


None of the 160 prayer bills 


ever got out of committee, but 
obscene mail legislation is al- 
most certain to reach a floor 
vote 
since sponsors include^ 


some committee chairmen. And 
once a bill gets to the floor, it is 
expected to sail through. 


Constituents Angry 


Constituents 
are 
howling, 


backers say, louder than over 
any issue since school prayer. 
The Post Office Department re- 
ceived 
234,000 obscene mail 


complaints last year. 


"A California mailer flooded 


our district with this stuff," said 
one congressional aide. "It must 
have hit 150,000 people in our 
district. And a goodly number of 
these people started hitting us.

Almost all of the bills are 


aimed at halting obscene mail 
to youngsters or to adults who 
don't want to receive it. 


One, 
perhaps embarrassing, 


aspect is the courts' insistance 
that such measures state clear- 
ly just what is proscribed. The 
result is graphic language in 
bills which might not pass an 
obscenity test themselves. 


The bluntest and shortest of 


these bills was introduced by 
Rep. Jack B. Brooks D-Texas, 
who says the big problem lies in 
obscene illustrations in unsolic- 
ited advertising. 


Brooks' bill would prohibit 


mailing unsolicited advertise- 
ments that contain "any illus- 
tration which depicts in whole 
or in part the genitals of the hu- 
man body, or anv act of sodo- 
my, masturbation, homosexuali- 
ty, sexual intercourse, sadism 
or masochism." 


Critics say this could outlaw 


mailed advertisements for Ren- 
aissance prints or medical jour- 
nals. 


A bill by Chairman Thaddeus 


J. Dulski, D-N.Y., of the House 
Post Office Committee would 
outlaw mailing of pictures or 
word descriptions of things "de- 
signed primarily to appeal to 
the prurient interests of the 
viewer." 


Critics of this bill say the 


"prurient interest" clause may 
be overturned by the courts as 
too vague. But such a clause 
hopefully would exclude the Bi- 
ble, 
which contains material 


that otherwise would be illegal 
under some of the bills.

There are other surprises: 
—Unemployment 
for white 


workers rose more swiftly than 
for blacks. The rate for white; 
went to 3.6 per cent from 3.2 
that for blacks rose to 6.8 per 
cent from 6.5 per cent. 


—The average work week in 


manufacturing 
rose 
to 40.7 


hours from 40.6 hours in August 


Both of these findings seem to 


contradict some generally ac 
cepted notions about the em 
ployment scene and are bound 
to occupy economists and ana- 
lysts for many hours in search 
of explanations. 


First, black workers generally 


hold the least skilled jobs and 
therefore have the weakest grip 
on employment. In the past, 
such workers generally were 
among the first to be laid off in 
slack periods. 


Longer Week 


The rise in the average work 


week poses a problem because 
logically it should have gone the 
other way. If employers are 
slowing down their activities, 
why should they be increasing 
the work week? 


There could be explanations, 


but it will be some time before 
Ihey are revealed. Meanwhile, 
considerable doubt will remain 
about the validity of the statis- 
tics. 


If accepted as valid, the un- 


employment 
statistics 
could 


mean: 


—Efforts of the Nixon admin- 


istration to slow the economy 
are having an effect. Some of 
the other so-called economic in- 
dicators have shown little direc- 
tion. The jobless figures point 
conclusively toward a slow- 
down. 


Efforts For Blacks 


—Employers may be making 


conscious efforts to keep black 
workers on the payroll, thus 
slowing the rise in black unem- 
ployment. 


—The relatively slower rate of 


increase in black joblessness 
also could mean that job train- 
ing and other efforts to upgrade 
the skills of blacks have had no- 
ticeable results. 


Suspicion that changes may 


yet be announced in the job fig- 
ures is based partially on recerr 
experience with other economic 
statistics, such as for wholesale 
prices. 


On Aug. 28 the administration 


announced proudly that 
the 


wholesale price index for July 
had dropped one-tenth of one 
per cent, suggesting that this1 


was real evidence that its poli 
cies were beginning to work. 


Two weeks later the decline 


was eliminated in a recalcula 
tion. The first figures, it seems 
were preliminary. The new fig 
ures showed the index had re 
mained unchanged from 
the 


month before. Finally, an erro 
was discovered in the figure, 
and the index was found to be 
one-tenth of one per cent higher

Rebellion and militancy have 


come to America's professional 
organizations. The extent, stri- 
dency and responsibility of the 
revolts have varied enormously, 
and lumping all the protestors 
together is like lumping Marv 
Throneberry and Willie Mays 
together as ballplayers. None- 
theless, almost every profession 
in America is experiencing the 
repercussions of unrest, usually 
from its young and its black 
members. 


Hysterical Protests 


Some of the protests have 


seemed hysterical or misdirect- 
ed, or both. In New York, a 
young psychiatric r e s i d e n t 
grabbed the mike at the AMA 
convention and denounced all 
his ccleagues while 75 students 
and doctors cheered. An older 
doctor heaved an ashtray at 
them and the group retreated, 
waving clenched fists. 


At the meeting of political 


scientists in New York, young 
radicals infuriated their elders 
by calling for a minute of 
silence for Ho Chi Minh. 


Fifty psychologists convening 


in Washington laid plans to ask 
the parent APA to support 
amnesty for Black Panthers and 
send relief money to Cuban 
hurricane victims. 


But many of the protests, 


radical and moderate, are clear- 
ly motivated by strong convic- 
tion and considerable thought. 
Some of the rebellion has been 
quietly expressed in deeds, not 
words. 


Growing numbers of young 


doctors, for instance, are spend- 
ing their first working year in 
slum clinics and hospitals, and 
they are often vigorously criti- 
cal of the health care available 
to the poor. For a second year 
in a row, New York's municipal 
hospitals have drawn a higher 
percentage 
of applicants 
for 


their vacancies than have the 
city's volunteer hospitals. The 
number of such applicants has 
doubled in seven years. 


Work in Slums 


Growing numbers of young 


lawyers, too, are working in 
slums and, in some cases, 
fighting for the poor all the way 
to the Supreme Court. Many 
eventually go into the big New 
York law firms, but knowledge- 
able older lawyers say they 
bring their consciences 
with 


them and may influence their 
firms toward greater social 
commitment. 


Many of the organized pro- 


testors seem equally committed, 
and t h e y make 
disturbing 


charges. In Miami Beach, a 
group of black psychiatrists, 
including faculty members at 
Harvard and Yale, make 10 
demands to 
help 
eliminate 


racism from the American Psy- 
chiatric Association. The APA 
approved the demands in prin- 
ciple. 


Carol Brown, 30, a doctora 


student at Columbia and a 
leader of the Sociology Libera- 
tion Movement, 
claims that 


college administrators are hir- 
ing sociologists to figure oui 
who makes trouble on their 
campuses so the administrators 
can keep such types out in the 
future. She also accuses sociolo- 
gists of working for the State 
Department to find ways o 
stopping revolutions in South 
America. 


"They're n i c e , decent lib 


erals," she charged they have 
bought this myth of being 
neutral. They don't look 
whose research they're doing 
Instead of taking funds to do 
research for the Defense De 
partment and the State De 
partment, they should do re- 
search for the people who coun

Blacks Hurt

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Packers to Add 5,000 Seats at Lambeau Field 


GREEN BAY - The Green 


Bay Packer executive commit- 
tee today announced plans to 
add approximately 5,000 seats 
at Lambeau Field, completing 
the stadium bowl and bringing 
the total capacity up to approx- 
imately 56,000. 


President Dominic Olejniczak 


and G e n e r a l Manager Phil 
Bengtson said that construction 
would begin early enough in 
1970 so that the seats would be 
ready well in advance of next 
season. 


Detailed plans will be an- 


nounced later in the allocation 
of the new seats on a season 
ticket basis, but Olejniczak and 
Bengtson stated that the waiting 
list on file in the Packer ticket 
office would be the basis for 
these allocations. Applications 


for season tickets in Green Bay 
have been kept on file in the 
ticket office since 1964 accord- 
ing to the date of the applica- 
tion. 


There are requests now on file 


for approximately 20,000 seats. 
Because of this tremendous 
demand, there will be a limita- 
tion imposed on the number of 
seats allocated to new season 
ticket holders. 


Better Access 


In addition to the construction 


of the new seats at the north 
end of the stadium, additional 
toilet facilities will have to be 
erected to meet the state indus- 
trial code. Some of the existing 
fencing will be moved to pro- 
vide better access to the new 
seats as well as throughout the 
Stadium to eliminate congestion 


before and after the games ^and 
at half time. 


At the same time, Olejniczak 


and Bengtson announced that 
ticket prices would be increased 
at both the Green Bay and 
Milwaukee Stadiums 
effective 


with the 1970 season. The Pack- 
er officials explained that both 
of these moves had become 
absolutely necessary in order to 
maintain the Packers' competi- 
tive position with other teams in 
both the National and American 
Division of the new National 
Football League which will go 
into effect in 1970. 


"The important consideration 


in this regard," Olejniczak and 
Bengtson said, "is the amount 
of money the Packers 
pay 


visiting teams based on the 
gross gate receipts at the Green 


Bay and Milwaukee Stadiums." 
In 1968 the Packers ranked 13th 
among the 16 NFL Clubs in this 
regard. 
If neither of these 


moves were made, the Packers 
would rank 26th among the 26 
National and American Division 
Clubs by 1970-71. 


Boost Visitors' Share 


The addition of the seats at 


Green Bay and the increase in 
the ticket prices at both Green 
Bay and Milwaukee will in- 
crease the visiting teams' share 
of gross gate receipts at each 
Park from $77,000 at present to 
approximately $107,00 in 1970 
based on capacity audiences. 


This figure would then rank 


the Packers in 13th position 
among the 26 clubs in the 
merged league in 1970 and 8th 
among the 13 clubs in the new 


National Division. The amount 
paid the visiting club is a 
percentage of the gross gate set 
by league rules. 


The new ticket prices 
at 


Green Bay will be $7.50, $6.50 
and $5, with the children's 
section remaining at $2.00. 


"Present season ticket holders 


will note that several changes 
have been made in the grouping 
of sections by price category. 
There have been a number of 
inequities in this regard in the 
past considered from the fans' 
viewpoint in the stands," Olejni- 
czak and Bengtson said. "The 
Packer executive committee felt 
this was the ideal time to 
correct these inequities since 
the addition of approximately 
5,000 seats will enable us to 


make changes where necessary 
to accommodate ticketholders' 
desires." 


This is the first increase in 


the Packer 
ticket prices in 


Green Bay since 1965. The 
executive committee has been 
studying this situation intensely 
for several months. A compre- 
hensive report was prepared for 
the committee showing how the 
gross gate,'the visiting reams' 
share and stadium capacities 
compared with all other teams 
in the new merged National 
Football League. 


"The executive committee be- 


lieves it is imperative that the 
Packers maintain a prestige 
position as compared with other 
teams in both Divisions of the 
League. The amount of money 


we pay to visiting teams at both 
Green Bay and Milwaukee is 
vitally important right now in 
connection with various pro- 
posals for realignment of the 
teams in the present National 
Football League into new divi- 
sional structures. On a longer 
range basis, one of the impor- 
tant factors upon which the 
Packers are judged by all other 
teams in the League is the 
amount of money we are able to 
pay the visiting teams," Ole- 
jniczak and Bengtson said.
